Congress would have to pass the reap- 
portionment bill, and ot course a demo- 
cratic congress, -winch wants the ecuth 
eolid, would never consent to f ucn a re- 
duction o£ southern representation in 
congress.

LAID TO ItEST. 


Cmc\oo, Dec. 10.—After lying in tho 


vault at Waklbclvn Cemetery for five weeks, 
under t!io constant guard of those wlio 
knew tl-.om when living, tbo bodlen of tlio 
live dead Anai-chlsta.-'Aupfuat Spies, George- 
EiiKiil, Albert R. Parsons, Ado'.pli Fischer 
and Louis Lings,-were yesterday consigned 
to tliu great Mother liartli. At 11 o'clock a 
train of eleven couches, crowded wltli 
tbo relatives, friends and 
admirers of 


tho doud men, to tbo number of over a 
thousand, started out Irora tho Pollt street 
depot of the Wisconsin Central railroad in 
n quiet, unostentatious way, without any 
nrevlous show ot banner-headed proces- 
sions or heralding o£ trumpets. A few in 
tbe crowd bud

In 
thoir 


coats

ribbon Intertwined, but 
outside of this 


there was nothing to mark tho throng from 
those wliiuli usually attend a mechanics' 
excursion to sonic suburban plcnlc-sround. 
All of the most noted Anarchists of tbo city 
were present on the train, and also u lanre 
number of equally prominent labor-loaders 
of iinpronouncod Anarchist typo. Tho at- 
tendance from outside towns was much 
smaller than had been expected. 


On arriving at Wiildholm tho caskets con- 


taining the bodies were taken from tho 
vault and wore onoh partially covorod with 
a red shroud, and iibovo thcso floral deco- 
rations, many or them very beautiful and 
or a costly 'character. Ono of these lloral 
decorations was In tho form of n pillow. 
It rested on tho cofiln ot Albert It. Par- 
sons,' and Homily engraved on It were 
tho words: "Our Papa," Following each 
coflln in its tarn ns It was borno toward 
tho Rravo c,".mo tho widows and children 
and other relatives o! the deceased, or those 
who had been nearest and dearest to them 
in life. Among these, dreesed In deepest 
mourning, were Mrs. Parsons, Mrs. En-jlo, 
Mrs. Spies, Miss Grotchcn Spies, tho lattor's 
two brothers and Nina Van ZandL Walk- 
Ing bo'olnd tho coffins camo also

speakers ot the day. Captain William P. 
Black, Paul Crottlrau, ot Milwaukee; Albort 
Currlin,

Buchanan. Arriving [it a spot close to 
tbo grave, tbo coillns wore placod in a 
lino In tlio following order: August Spies, 
Georn-c lingcl, Albert E. Parsons, Adolph 
Fischer, Louis Llngg. Tho coverings over 
the glass head-piece of tho eoflins wero then 
raised and the crowd allowed to march past

look at the faces of tho dead. The features 
of tho clund all looked r,s If but little marred 
Liy tho lapse of time since life hod de- 
parted fi-o-.u them, with the exception of 
lingo's, around whose eyes were broad 
purpFluh-rod rings. Spies' faco in particular 
looked almost as natural us If still that of Q 
living being, excepting that it looked larger, 
fuller and of sterner cast than It boro when 
'Spies was living. Slowly and with hats off 
and reverent bearing the long procession 
passed and gazed at tho faces o£ tho dead. 
Tills ceremony tool: so long that it was 
thought inadvisable to await its tormtn,a- 
tlon before commencing tho moro formal 
ceremonies of tlio iluy. 
1 These curcmoulcs were presided over by 
Joseph 1!. Uuohaimu, and commenced with 
tbo singing by si mass choir of u song writ- 
ten for tho occasion and entitled: 
GrabeUnsra-er Preundo," or, iu Knc'.l! 
'tho Gravo of Uurl'ricnds." 
• Paul Grotttoii, of Milwaukee, followed 
with an crsitlon which was moderate ia 
Its tono. He spoke In German. Ho de- 
clared these dead had been killed by the 
ruling classes because ot tholrlovo of truth, 
of freedom und honesty.

cowardly. Tbo speaker then went on to 
Bay that In thoir death tho world would und 
its boncllM, for they dtoflnotfor at'ewthou- 
eands o£ people, but for mankind at larfft 
They died for tbo laboring people and 
thought it their bouudon duty to do so. 
The murder committed by tho ruling classes 
lad made widows and orphans.

The present acts might 
bo the youngest In an epoch, but they wore 
not tho last to occur. Xho quadruple- (fal- 
lows was a great mistake. NoS even a thou- 
sand -allows would kill tho truth. Either 
could the police, nor rilles, nor bayonets nor 
even cannons bnnlsh;tho truth.

3The°ia-nes of tho ngltutors would glowia 
tho bright pa^-e of history. Wben this was 
done when the idea for which they aU 
labored would win it would bo tho grand 
outcome of tbo thoughts of those who died

tho dead, tbe men who had tho courago to 
speak taelr convictions, that wore to kill oil 
evil in tho world, for they loved all that was 
good, and leva! their neighbors.

They 
would rest in peace.
